The recall of Sir Peter Lumsden has created 
a general feeling of uneasiness, as it is ex- 
pected to have an adverse influence on the 
patriotism of the natives of “India, who will 
consider his recall a. further concession to 
Ruesia. 

The Standard says: “We must count it a 
piece of good luck if the whole commission is 
not recalled.” 

No news is obtainable of the appointment of 
an arbitrator. The king of the Belgians is 
spoken of in Berlin as the potentate most 
likely to be chosen. Bismarck has had a long 
interview with the emperor of Germany, 
which is supposed to have con- 
cerned the Afghan question. This 
gave rise to the rumor that both England and 
Russia had asked the Emperor William to 
arbitrate for them.

NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 

The Times complains of the government’s 
reticence concerning the Afghan affair aud 
the ambiguity of the official statements re- 
specting the arrangement regarding the Af- 
ghan frontier, which it intimates may be all 
settled before Sir Peter Lumsden arrives in 
London, although the official reason given for 
bis recall is that his presence is desired to aid 
the government in making a settlement. 

The change of purpose made by Abdurrah- 
map, ameer of Afghanistan, has placed Eng- 
land, the Times thinks, in a difficult position. 
It is time to make him understand, continues 
the Times, that he must strongly garrison 


Herat and allow at least the presence 
there of English  oflicers to fortify 
the place. If peace has been but temporarily 


secured, the Times concludes, it will be mad- 
ness to waste time thus gained, which, at best, 
can be but short.

A Street Railroad Sold at Sheriff's 
Mortgage Foreclosed, 
The West End and Atlanta Street railroad 
was solid by the sheriff yesterday morning. 
The railroad begins on Broad street at Ma~ 
riette, and. passing along Broad goes out 
Mitchell, then out Thompson to Nelson, to 
Walker, to Peters, to Leonard and through the 
barracks to Mr. J. H. Broomhead’s residence.

These gentlemen 
now own the road and will see that it is suce- — 
cessiully operated.

The gentlemen 
who purchased the road decline to reveal their 
intentions, but it is intimated by- friends of 
the purchasers that the road will be extended 
to West view cemetery this summer.

A CURIOUS SPOTOF LAND IN THE 
TUGALO RIVER. 


An Editor Goes ona Fishing Expedition,and Catohes 
Lots of Information on the Way—The Scene 
of an Olid Duel-A Bomanee of the 
Plood—Ineidents of Worth, 


From the Hartwell, Ga, Sun. 

Friday afternoon of last week Messrs. Jas. 
R. Meredith, W. H. and W. R. Stephenson, 
Jim and John Magill resolved to go a-fishing 
up on the Tugalo.at Hatton’s ford. Hired a 
hack, took some quilts, old clothes to seinein, 
a piece of bacon, meal, and a frying-pan, and 
put out: Hed a pleasant ten mile drive to the 
ford, and enjoyed the delightful flower- 
ladened breezes. Nothing worthy of mention 
was seen on the way except a dead dog hang- 
ing toalimb in the woods near Mr. John 
Cleveland’s, which led us to believe that the 
sheep raisers in that neighborhood have a dog 
law unto themselves. 


The sun was about an hour high when 
we arrived on the Carolina side of. the 
river, where we struck camp under a high 
bluff. Meredith said there was a splendid 
place to catch suckers up the river a mile and 
a half,where a creek emptied in,so we donned 
our old clothes, and leaving Bob to fix the 
camp, marched up the bank in Indian file, 
over one of the roughest routes it was ever 
our misfortune to traverse.

It was in the days of 
nullification, in’32, when politics were Bormy 
and party spirit ran high. Perry was a staunch 
unionist and Bynum was a fiery nullifier. The 
Jatter grossly insulted Perry, and in obe- 
dience to the barbarous custom that then pre- 
vailed Perry had‘ochalienge him or suffer 
‘disgrace at the bar of publigopinion. At the 
day appointed they met. on the island, each 
with his pistoland coflin. Dynum was an 
expert shot, and it was confident'y believed 
that Perry would bite the dust at the crack of 
his pistol. They fought atten paces, At the 
word Perry fired first. Bynum then fired and 
his ball tore a hole through Perry’s coat breast 
exposing the red lining. Colonel Huger, who 
Was present and near Lynum, exclaimed, 
‘“He’s got it,” and Bynum replied, “I have 
too.”” Bynum’s ball hit exactly where

A VERSATILE BEGGAR.. 


How He Imposed Upon Preacher Whitfield 
and William Penn. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The most notorious beggar of the first half 


of the last century was Bamfylde Moore 
Carew, a man well known on both sides of the 
Atlantic. He was the son of respectable par- 
ents, his father being a Devonshire clergyman, 
but when a mere boy he broke away from the 
restraints of home life and attached himself to 
a band of traveling mendicants, of whom he 
eventually became chief. His first visit to 
America was owing to a sentence of transpor- 
tation for seven years passed at the quarter 
cessiona at Exeter, ite managed to es- 
cape from shipboard in Maryland, and after 
divers thrilling adventures turned up at New 
Castle, Pa. This was a Quaker towa, but the 
versatile genius of Carew did not forsake him. 
A Quaker be at once became. Pulling the 
button off his bat, floppmg it on one side, and 
— on a demure look, he entered a Qua- 

er barbershop and told a pitiable story; that 
his name was John Elworth, of Bristol, and 
that he bad been kidnapped and endured 
great hardships. The farher willingly 
shaved him end gave him a halfcrown bill, 
and recommended him to a Mr. Wiggil. Of 
him he gotten shillings, and of others simi- 
la: amounts. At this time Whitfield, the great 
“Sharman was in the country preaching at 
Jerby. Along the road he met hundreds of 
people going to hear the great pulpit orator. 
“Friend,” says Carew to one of them, “where 
are you going so fast?’ ‘Hast thou not 
heard?” replied the other. “The second Christ 
has come.” 

Whitfield was preaching in an orchard to a 
large crowd. So great was the rush he was 
unable to get near enough to hear; but this did 
not prevent him from affecting penitence and 
grief. In the morning Carew; in tbe name of 
John Moore, drew up a moving petition to the 
great Whitfield. He set forth that he was the 
son of a clergyman, who had been taken on 
board the Tiger and carried to Havana, from 
whence he escaped by the aid ofthe governor of 
Maryland ; that his circumstances were deplor- 
able, and he needed help. Guving to the house 
where Whitfield lodged he found a hundrod 
people waiting, and, spying a young boy 
whom he knew belonged to.Whitfield, he per- 
suaded him to carry in his petition. Soon the 
preacher caine eut, and the Quakers pressed 
around him, saying: ‘Pray thee, friend,come 
and pray by my dearwife. Pray thee, friend, 
come and see my dear brother.” But Whit- 
field made his way through them all, 
and, going up to Carew, said he was sorry for 
his misfortune—that they happened by the 
will of God—and ended by giving him $20. 
Whitfield wished him.a safe return to England 
and went away singing psalms, in which the 
crowd joined. Carew was now seven miles 
from Philadelphia. Heran across a friendly 
Irishman here who showed him the sights 
and, passing a handsome residence, he asked 
whose it was, and was told it was Proprietor 


Penn’s, who had just come from 
England with, his brother-in law, 
Captain Frome. This was enough 


for Carew. He excused himself from his host, 
telling him he had business to transact, and, 
clapping his right hand into his coat, as if he 
had lost the uee of it, he knocked at William 
Penn’s door, which was opened by a negro 
with a silver collar around his neck. Invited 
in, the proprietor, dressed in plain clothes,and 
Captein Frome, in regimentals, soon came 
alopg. Being asked what he wanted, he in- 


vented at once a plausible tale, and be- 
longed to Captain. Davis’s ship. © Captain 
rome, seeing him a lusty, tall fellow, de- 


clared he should go along with him, and fight 
the dogs. Carew, everready with a lie, 
plied that he had lost the use of hia right arm 
by the dead palsy. William Penn gave hima 
guinea, and so did his brother-in-law. Through 
surlington, Perth, Amboy, and Elizabethtowa 
Carew proceeded to the then small town of 
New York, having 1,100 houses and 7,000 in- 
habitants. He was surprised at the sight of 
# great number of gibbets with blacks hang- 
ing upon them, but upon inquiring he found 
that the negroes had not long before entered 
into aconspiracy for burning the city. The 
plot being discovered, great numbers were ex- 
ecuted and hung up to terrify others. 

After traveling through Long Island, Carew 
took a ship at New London for England, and 
accomplished his threat of getting back to 
Exeter two months before the captain who 
took him out, though he narrowly escaped 
being impressed into the navy when within 
sight ofshore. His escape was owing to his 
pricking his arms and breast with a needle, 
and rubbing it with bay salt and gunpowder, 
which made it appear like the smallpox 


coming out. Then he played the luna 
ti¢, came on deck with only a blanket on, 
acted as if affected with nausea and frighten- 


ed everybody £0 that they were only too glad 
to,.put him ashore. His return to England 
was hailed by his friends with joy and merry- 
making, forthey had long given him up as 
dead. He now went about the country ‘in 
various disguises, sometimes as an old wo- 
men; he bound a beefsteak on his leg to rep- 
resent arunning sore, and begged from door 
to door with varied luck and a great amount 
ofadventure. He passed through a number 


of escapes in Russia, Germany, 
Frence and Sweden, and was sent again 


to America,this time illegally being kidnapped 
by the owner of the vessel which had first 
carried him, who felt defrauded at the loss of 
his purchase money, Carew having escaped 
before he was sold. Hewas no sooner landed 
than he again escaped, captured a horse in a 
pasture, and swam the Delaware, and by the 
aid of friends reached Boston. In this city he 
was struck with the- number of booksellers’ 
shops. At New York there was but one, and 
none at all in Virginia, Maryland or the Car- 
linas. 
His greatest’performance was perhaps his 
invention of the cant or slang language. 
“Bingo,” was rum; “ribben,”’? money; “quail 
pipe,”” a woman’s tongue; ‘“romboyled,” 
sought after with a warrant; “ruffin,’ the 
quail; “stubble it,” hold your tongue; ‘stick 
fems,” a pair of gloves; “swag,” a shop; 
“jet,” a lawyer; “humpty dumpty,” ale boil- 
ed with brandy; “‘kicks,’’ breeches; ‘‘laced 
mutton,” a woman; “‘gigger,’’ adoor; ‘‘glue- 
pot,” a parson; “ferret,” a pawn broker; 
**fogas,’’ tobacco; “‘gan,’’ the mouth; ‘‘dog,”’ 
@gun, avd so on he made a vocabulary of 
eeveral hundred words.

us. It is Mr, Cleyeland’s administration, not 
mine. It is for him to look on every side, and per- 
bapsbis appointments are wiser than those I 
might suggest to him. To the men whoare before 
the country accusing the administration of 
moving slowly, itought to be sufficient answer 
that the democratic party takes possession o! a 
government which has been for twenty-five years 
in the bands of the republicans, and that the sen- 
ate is sti:l republican. If the administration went 
to work with reckless rapidity in making changes, 
the members of it would prove thereby their un- 
fitness for their places. I refuse to discuss any 
such proposition as that Mr. Cleveland may prove 
disloyal to his party or the principles upon which 
they elected him.

I do not 
think the northwest was sufficiently 
recognized, and there was no apparent necessity 
for taking two members from New York; but bet- 
ter men than Secretaries Manning and Whitney, 
individually, could not be found, The cabinet 
stands in marked contrast tosome we have recent: 
ly had. Itis not conceivable that these men will 
fail to discharge their obligations to the demo- 
cratic party. I believe very firmly that the presi- 
dent and his advisers should administer the gov- 
ernment through the hands of their politica! 
friends, and I believe further that they are going 
todoso. If Iread aright thesigns of the times 
this will bea democratic administration, but I— 
as a stickler for this result—say that the.adminis- 
tration is proceeding tothatend with proper cir- 
cumepection, and does not deserve that any adhe- 
rent should turn intofan acrimonious critic. 
There can be no doubt that President 
Cleveland understands the situation better 
than any democrat who is after oflice, or who 
may be disappointed in his ambition for 
holding cflice. Norcan there be any doubt 
that he is dving the best he can, and this 
means, in our opinion, the best that 
any patriotic man could do. It is possi- 
ble—nay, it is highly probable—

It is not 
idle to hope, therefore, that the time will 
come when it will appear somewhat indeli-~ 
cate for the politician or the disappointed 
oilice-seeker to muster bis grievances in pub- 
lic. Jt may be that thecarniverous mind of 
the merely professions! politician cannot be 
refined to the point of producing such a re- 
sult, but the pub'ic, even now, is in the 
humor to order such comp'’ainants to the 
rear, 
in many respects the democratic party is 
not different from other parties. It isa sort 
of iribute tothe old order of things for aa 
office-seeker to believe that the peace and 
integrity of the sidereal system depends on

Itran through the town 
like wildfire aud spread to the neighboring villa- 
ges. What has happened to$Plymeuth may be- 
fallany other community in theland where the 
same conditions prevail. Onethingin addition 
to general cleanliness is an absolute necessity in 
the country as wellasin the towns, and that is 
pure water. How togetand keep pure water is 
the great sanitary problem of the age.

THE EPISCOPALIAN CONVENTION 
IN SESSION IN TAB CITY. 


The Proceedings Yesterday—Other News From Mae 
con—Jennings’s Sentence Defcrred-—Tae 
United States Court—Large Excursions 
to Come to Atlanta to Baseball. 


MACON, Ga., May 6.—[Special.]—At 11 o’clock 
this morning the opening ceremonies of the con- 
vention of the Episcopal church of the diocese of 
Georgia occurred at Christ church. While the 
choir sang the processional hymn, ‘‘On ward, Chris- 
tian Soldier,’’ the clergy filed into the church, fol- 
lowed by the bishop; arrived at the chancel, a lane 
wes formed, through which passed the bishop and 
the clergy who were to assist in the ceremonies,

J. R, Winchester, rector of Christ church, 
and then he announced that to-night, at eight 
o’clock, the meeting ofthe missionary society of 
the diocese would take place, and that holy com- 
munion would be celebrated to-morrow morning 
at nine o’clock, 

Aiter the hymn had been sung by the choir, 
Rev. J. C. Davis, of Athens, preached a 
strong aud beautifully delivered sermon frorn 
Luke, fourteenth chapter and twenty-third verse: 
‘‘And the Lord said unto the servant, go out into 
the highways end hedges and compel them to 
come 1p, that my house may be filled.’”’ The pur- 


- pose of he discourse was to show the prerogatives

Colone] H. P,. Farrow Says He Will Resiga 
When Cleveland Asks it, 

Colonel H. P. Farrow was in town yester- 
day. His face wore an expression of quiet 
resignation, s0 much so that a ConsrtiTruTiIoN 
man wondered if the colonel was contemplat- 
ing aresignation. The scribe asked: 

‘Are you still collector of the port of Bruns- 
wick?” 

‘Yes; but I simply await the pleasure of 
the administration.” 

‘‘Would you resign if so requested?” 

“Certainly I would. If I recollect aright, 
my party was defeated last November, and 
that defeat lost us the offices. Of course it will 
take time to make a complete change in all the 
offices, as the. president and the heads of de- 

artments have much to do besides investigat- 
ing the’respective claims of those composing}the 
army of office seekers;. but it is to be 
presumed that this will be done as speadily as 
possible, and when, in the course of business, 
the adminietration reaches any given office 
and makes selection from its own party and 
signifies through proper departmental chan- 
nels, its readiness to make a change, the in- 
cumbent should step aside promptly and 
respectfully. Such action by the administra- 
tion is no reflection, but is reasonable and 
right. The democracy have been out of office 
twenty-five years, and now that they have 
whipt us at the polls they are entitled to every 
office from the presidency down. It will take 
them over one year to make all the changes, 
but four years hence 1 think, with our expe- 
rience, we will be able, on taking charge again, 
to clean them up within one year.” 

“You think your party will succeed in’ next 
election ?”’ 

‘Yes, I have no doubt of it. But let that 
be asit may, the democracy were successful 
last November, and I believe they should be 
appointed to all the oflices ag speedily as can 
be done without detriment to the government. 
And when we defeat them four years hence 
we should remember, likewise, that it takes 
time to make all these changesand should pro- 
ceed cautiously, as they are now doing.” 

“Then you are not in favor of your party at- 
tempting through its majority in the senate to 
keep republicans in office?” 

““No; and I would regard such an attempt 
by my party as a fatal blunder. The great 
beauty of American institutions is the cheer- 
fulness and promptness with which minorities 
yield to majorities, and this sentiment in sup- 
port of the ‘will of the people’ is so strong that 
enattempt by the republican ‘party through 
its msjority in the senate to rob the democracy 
. ot the fruits of its victory would be rebuked by 
the people in the next election, This is a dem- 
ocratic administration, and the responsibility 
should be solely upon them, and should the 
republican senate ‘side-line’ them s0 as to di- 
vide the responsibility with them, republican- 
ism would suffer for itin the next campaigr. 
My judgment is that we should give them un- 
disputed and unobstructed possession of all the 
fruits of their victory, and then defeat them 
four years hence, if we can; and when we do, 
let them yield with the same grace.”’ 

‘Are your views in accord with your party 
on this question?” 

“I know not. I speak for myselfjalone. I 
hold a commission which does not expire till 
next March, and therefore it devolves upon 
me toact for myself, but I leave others to 
shape their own course. From my expoeri- 
ence and observation in politics Iam firmiy of 
the opinion that no person of one political 
perty should seek to hold office under tha op- 
porite party, and I am furthermore of the 
Opinion that any one so indiscreet as to try.it 
will Jive to regretit. I think all republican 
incumbents should continue the faithful and 
eflicient discharge of their official duties until 
the administration is ready to relieve them, 
ard should then resign, aud such will be my 
course.’’ 

“Hes any request been made for your resig- 
netion?’’ asked the reporter. 

“None, but when it ia made, I shall cheer- 
fully yield.”

The license has been three hun- 
dred dollars per year heretofore, but when the 
general council adopted the tax ordinance for 
1£85 on last Monday, the‘retail liquor license 
was increased to $500. 

The increase met with the hearty approval 
of the temperance people, but the liquor deal- 
ers did not like the increase and at once began 
a canvas of the aldermanic board to ascertain 
whether or not the increase could be defeated. 
The question created considerable interest and 
the action of the board was awaited with im- 
patience. 

The board convened in the committee room 
at the city hell at 3:30 o’clock.. Mayor Hillyer 
presided and Messrs Mecaslin, Stockdell, 
Ccoper, Gramling and Hutchison were present. 
When the tax ordinance was reached Mr. 
Goldsmith, the city clerk, said: 

“] have brought the tax ordinance along 
with me but I don’t know whether the. board 
of aldermen will touch it or not.” 

‘‘Whst has been the custom heretofore?’’ 
asked Mayor Hillyer. “What do your min- 
utes show?” _ 

“The minutes show that the board ot alder- 
men, bas considered it separately,’ was the 
answer. 3 


it,’ said Mr. Hutchison. 

“Sol thought once,” said Mr. Stockdell, 
“but Mr. Goodwir, who was then mayor, over- 
ruled me,”’ 

“J can’tseethat the board has anything to 
do with this question,’”’ said Mr. Gramling. 
“The charter says the board shall act in sepa- 
rate seesion cn such matters as pertain to the 
expenditure of the public revenue ony Then 
egain we all voted on the question Monday, 
when it ceme up in council.” 

“It has been the custom,” said Mr. Cooper, 
‘ever since Atlanta had a charter, for the two 
bodies to act separately on the tax ordinance, 
and I can’t eee why we should depart from it 
now, It is a question of finance, and properly 
belongs to this body.” 

‘‘] took the other position on this question 
last year,’ said Mr. Stockdell, “but the may- 
or, Mr. Goodwin, overruled me. I appealed 
from him tothe house, and the house sus- 
tained the mayor. Now you say that the tax 
ordinance does not contemplate the expend- 
iture of money. That’s true, but the tax is a 
part of the income. The board acts separately 
on the estimated income for each year, and in 
that income is the license taxes.”’ 

“We have to deal with the expenditure of 
money only,” said Mr. Gramling. ‘Now, 
this tax ordinance don’t contemplate the ex- 
penditure-of money.” 

“This is a very serious question,” said 
Mayor Hillyer, as he opened the city charter. 
Then turning to page 25 he read: ) 

Section 13. In all votes. resolutions, or ordi. 
nences, having for their object the increase of toe 
indebtedness of the city, or the expenditureof its 
revenue, except appropriations for the payment of 
its salariea officers, the councilmen representing 
the diflerent wards, and aldermen representing 
_ the city at Jarge, shall act as separate and distinct 
legislative bodies; and no vote, resolution, or or- 
dinapce baving for its object the increase of the 
indebtedness of the city, or the expenditures of 
its moneys, shall be voted until the same shall 
have received a majority ot the votes of each of 
those legisiative bodies, separately cast. * * In 
#li other matters they shallact asa joint board, 

‘‘Well, since the organization of this gen- 
eral council under the present city charter, 
the board has acted on the tax ordinance 
separately, and I can’t see why we don’t 
adhere to thet precedent,’’ said Mr. Cooper, 

‘““We have voied on this quastion once,’’said 
Mr. Gramling, ‘and as for myself,I shan’t 
vote again.” 7 

. “This separste action won’t burt anything, 
or any body,’’suid Mr. Stockdell,*‘so let’s have 
: 3? 


Meyor Hillyer was then asked for his opin- 


ion. He gave it, and it was adverse to the 
views entertained by Messrs. Stockdell and 
Cooper. He said: 


That it hud never been intended, and would be 
contrary to the genius of our instituttons for two 
Inembers of the aidcermanic board, as originaliv 
constituted, or three as now constituted, -to stop 
the revennes or the city, and the wheels of its 
goVernment, by obstructing the levying aud col- 
lecting Of taxcs. 
In ail modern republics the power of 
taxation resided with the people, aud 
it would be a dangerous principie to permita 
small body like the alaermen to control the great 
popularright. The same privciple appiies both to 
taxes And to licenses, For instance, suppose that 
three aldermen could be gotten to say they wou d 
not now consenttoa tax of more than a ha'lf of one 
percent. This would shut upthe publicschools, 
and abolish the police, and fire department, and 
stop work on the streets, and leave barely enough 
to pay interest on the public debt. If the alder- 
men can strike out one Clause taxing any business 
in the form of alicense, they could strike out or 
lower any form of taxation on _ property. 
No such power was ever intended to be given to 
them, and itcertainly isnot within the letter of 
the statute. 
: Itwas always intended, however, that when 

taxes were once levied and collected the high de- 
grce of wisdom, experience and integrity reasona- 
by expected in the aldermanic board would be 
called into action, to prevent the money thus 
drawn from the people from being wasted, and to 
have it wisely expended. 
And therefore the charter of thecity says that 
the consent of the aldermanic board, or a majority 
of them, shal] be necessary in order to make any 
“increase in the indebtedness of the city,’ and 
also thatthe consent ofa majority of the al ier- 
manic board shali be necessary in order to make 
as’ ‘expenditure of its revenue.”’ 

he restiiction in the charter goes thus far and 

no l/afther. 
And therefcre it is clearthat the consent of the 
aldermanic boerd to the levying and collecting of 
taxes is not necessary, but thatthe general coin- 
cil may evactatax ordinance, when acting col- 
lectively, and that whatever tax ordinance they 
enact will stand asthe lawof theciiy, whether 
eiterwarts ratified separately by the aldermanic 
board or not; and that the aldermanic board haye 
no authority or jurisdiction to vote upon such a 
question when acting as a separate legislative, 


body. 

This settled the question and fixes the retail 
liquor license at $500 per annum. The mayor's 
decision was ireely discussed on the streets 
after the bosrd adjourned.
